The big storm, 
revisited... 

The December 11 snowstorm that hit 
Southern Ontario provided a "baptism 
by snow” for some new Bradford 
West Gwillimbury Councillors, who 
were inundated by calls from their 
constituents, complaining that 
sidestreets weren’t cleared, and 

windrows created by plows blocked 
intersections and driveways. 

On January 20, Director of 
Engineering Arup Mukherjee 
appeared before Council to provide a 
Winter Operations Overview - “facts 
and figures, as opposed to reacting to 
perception... without trying to make 

Mukherjee noted that the storm was 
anything but typical. It dumped 20 
cm of snow on BWG over an extended 
period of time - “Constant, ongoing 
accumulation.” While the average 
accumulation is about 4 cm., and most 
snow storms last only a few horns, this 
time the weather system stalled and 
snow fell for over 12 hours. 

“The forecast certainly did not call for 
that,” Mukherjee said, noting that the 
Town relies on weather predictions to 
manage its programs. “Life is full of 
surprises and challenges, especially 
when it comes to weather.” 

Under normal conditions, the Town 
deploys four of its 6 urban plows to 
clear the main arterial and collector 
roads first, with 2 trucks travelling 
side-by-side on the wider roads. The 
other 2 plows start on the sidestreets. 
Eventually, all the plows are deployed 
clearing the residential roads. 

Unfortunately, with snow coming 
down continuously, the 4 main trucks 
had to keep re-plowing the arterials, 
and never got to the sidestreets. 

Mukherjee proposed three options,
